With reference to the inventory of property prepared and 
maintained by field office* of the Bureau, it is respectfully suggested 
for your consideration that auch it emu aa revolvers, code books and 
portable typewrite** be considered at all tinea ae property issued 
to an office and consequently are to be carried on the Inventory of 
property chargeable to the office , and that the off lee in turn, when 
issuing such property to an agent, will charge the agent with the 
property, and copies of the receipts prepared by the agents for this 
property shall be placed both in the administrative file of the agent 
and In the administrative file of the office In which are filed the 
serials relating to the inventory of property. 

Compliance with the above suggestion will Insure * more 
equitable distribution of such supplies, as it le likely that the 
Bureau intends for each office to have a quantity of such equipment 
in proportion to the else and needs of a particular office. Hot? ever, 
If the agents are being charged personally with the property, there 
will be a tendency to permit them to retain such property in their 
possession in being transferred from one office to another, with the 
consequent result that there may be assembled at one office in the 
possession of agents an unusually large amount of auch equipment 
where there will be a shortage at another office. If the property 
is carried on the office inventory, an agent upon being transferred 
to another office will be required to turn In such property to his 
agent in charge before proceeding to hie new office of assignment. 

This procedure will also make it easier for an Inspector 
to check the office property and determine the needs for additional 
supplies or the amount of surplue property in an office. It a ill 
also serve to establish a more uniform practice la field offices, 
where at present there ie some confusion as to the proper way of , , _

Reference is made K to the Bureau's menar&nduro 
dated February 5, 1931, with reference to the inspection, of field 
offices, I am vonderin-r if the recommendation rhich I am offering 
belou for your consideration is too radical c Geparture from present 
procedure? Yet I believe that it offers some possibility of affect- 
ing in part the results ^hich it is hoped that inspections uill have 
in field offices* 

Kt the present time substantive delinquencies 
observed in investigative cases are recorded, and the Special Agent 
in Char&e submits his explanation i/ith reference thereto. Those 
clerical delinquencies uhich are observed in the investigative files 
are also recorded and explanations given concerning then,- although at 
present as many of these clerical errors as possible are placed on 
one pa^e, which would have a tendency to minimise their importance in 
the minds of the Special Agents in Charge* 

At the recent training schools for Special 
Agents in Charge and H<>. 1 men, their attention w.& called to the 
fact that clerical errors obviously vere not as important as V7ere 
matters of substance $ however, figures v J7ere cited b&sed on observations 
of recent inspections to shou that the "Sama decree of carelessness in 
caring for the clerical make-up of Investigative files v. r as reflected 
in the quanitty of substantive errors founcv in the sutie files? in other 
TOrds, although the exacb rule does not apply, there is a -proportionate 
relation betueen the number of clerical errors and the number of 
substantive errors usually found in a field office* Therefore, the 
number of clerical errors recorded is usually an inaex to the propor- 
tion of substantive errors found, and in only one instance, from the 
figures compiled, did fee number of flits in fciiich clerical errors 
v?ere found exceed the number in Tvhich substantive errors jrere found. 



Yet there are Special Agents in Charge rho 
even nov no doubt are inclined to make mountains out of mole hills , 
uho remember and discuss minor and clerical errors ctJ-led to their 
attention, forgetting or overlooking the more serious delinquencies 
which were observed. For this reason, and in order, if possible, 
to obviate any . basis for a nrron^ impression in this regard concerning 
the purposes of an inspection, I ^recommend for your consideration 
that hereafter during the course of inspections no written record be 
made or left with the Special Agent in Charge concerning the masters 
of form or clerical errors found in the investigative case files. 
In lieu thereof I recommend that the Inspectors note the clerical or 
formal matters in the usual manner and call then to the personal 
attention of the Special Agent in Charge, ana *JLso v 7 hen possible the 
clerical employee responsible in part for the error, and at that time 
require the Agent in Charge to correct the error as found* No 
memorandum concern_ng this error is to be ms.de, yet the Inspector 
perhaps should keep a tally shefet record ol the number of files in 
vjhich clerical errors are found so that the Bureau might be informed 
in one sentence as to the number of investigative case tiles in which 
clerical errors r/ere found and corrected* This procedure will insure 
that the Agent in Charge has the errors called to his attention, and 
will also provide for tb£r immediate correction* It will eliminate 
any basis for a claim on the part of the i.gent in Charge subsequently 
that too much emphasis was placed upon that tjpe of delinquency. 

I am of the opinion thzit clerical errors 
observed in roed T?ork boxes, assignment care, boy^s, in the tickler 
system and the administrative systems, , and adniaistrative and personnel 
files, should be recorded in the manner in xvhich they are at present 
being, handled, because although clerical in nature, they frequently 
affect the administrative operations of the office and are frequently 
equivalent to substantive errors. 

I am of the opinion that t.e above recommended 
change will be one of tno methoas by' uhich cn Inspector can impress 
the fiela office vrith the fact tl-at the inspection is being made for 



* ft 
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constructive purposes and for the benefit of tie fielo office. 
It might be well to provide that the Inspector shoulc notify the 
Special Agents in Charge that no record of these delinquencies 
were being maintained, as T?as formerly done, in accordance trLth 
the Bureau's policy, in order to avoid an impression soitb Special 
Agents Blight get that it ^as merely a display of "good fellowship" 
on the part oi the Inspector.

at that distance"* 

The Agents of this office who were assigned to this 
matter functioned exceedingly well and showed absolutely no hesitancy

The concern of the Agents appeared to be primarily to avoid the injuring 
of any inocent persons * On the whole, while, of course, disappointed

There are "being forwarded to you under separate cover, sufficient 
forms to be used "by the Special Agents and Special Agents (A) attached to 
your office in submitting reports of their special qualifications and information 
relative to their education. It is desired that each Special Agent and Special 
Agent (A) fill out the form in duplicate, the original being forwarded to the 
Division and the copy being retained in the Field Personnel File of each Agent. 

Only State Bar members and the members of the Bar of the District of 
Columbia are desired under the classification numbered 2. Under the degree of 
proficiency in languages, it is requested that notations be made by the agent 
as to whether he can read, write, and converse in the language mentioned. 
Those agents who are stenographers and typists should indicate the same under 
"Special Qualifications" and should state their speed in taking dictation and 
in tjrping. The vocations, avocations, and special miscellaneous qualifications 
desired are those in which an individual has had sufficient experience to 
enable him to satisfactorily perform the duties called for in that particular 
line of endeavor. It is also desired that under the heading "Special Qualifi- 
cations" that Military Service be shown. In this regard rank held should be 
shown as well as the branch of service and unit or units in which the agent 
has served, for example; 

John Doe; Sergeant, 4 years, U. S. Army, QM Corps; Cavalry 

and Infantry. 

It will be incumbent upon you to impress upon all agents of your office 
the necessity for including any and all vocations and avocations in which they 
are qualified. Particular care should be exercised to see that the information 
furnished to the Division is complete and accurate. Please have these forms 
executed and returned to the Division at an early date.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE DIRECTOR 



Reference is made to your letter of July 5, 1934* 
inquiring as to certain statements attributed to me prior 
to the raid conducted at Little Bohemia Lodge in Wisconsin, 
wherein it was stated that I had made the remark, prior to 
the raid, that I had not participated previously in a raid 
and that 1 also requested advice or suggestions which might 
be offered. 

The raid at ^ittle Bohemia was conducted on April 
22, 193 U • Prior to that time * had participated in at least 
three raids that I can now recall* To have made such a 
statement as the one alleged to have been made would have 
been untrue. Such a statement was not made. 



I recall particularly that, probably during the 
first week of ray arrival at St. Paul, after I had heard 
some complaints that raids ntfiich had been conducted had 
been conducted without the Agents having knowledge as to 
the definite objective or the importance of the particular 
raid, I called together all the Agents in St. Paul at that 
time, and there was present on that occasion Special Agent 
in Charge Hanni, in addition to Inspector Korer. On that 
particular occasion I informed all of those present that 
those participating in raids would hereafter be informed as 
to the purpose of the raids, that a definite program of action 
would be first prepared and followed, and that I would 
be pleased at this conference, held at about 8 or 9 P»M. 
one night, to receive any suggestions or recommendations 
Tshich any of the Agents might desire to make. This statement 
was made because I wanted to dissipate any feeling on the 
part of the A gents that they did not recognize the value of 
the dangerous missions which they were undertaking and did 
not know their relation to the case as a whole, and for the 
purpose of informing the Agents that * believed that they 
should know these things and hereafter they would know them.

Reference is made to your letter dated October 9, 
1934, advising that information had been received that a general 
opinion prevailed that this was not a fair time to inspect the 

ew York Office, and further that the agents considered the 
inspectors were very fair in notifying them a day ahead of the 
time they were to be examined on the Manuals. 



Concerning the time being appropriate for the making 
of an inspection, I consider that the time was very appropriate, 
except fhr the possibility that it might have been better had it 
been possible to have made inspections earlier than they were made. 
The conduct of the inspection has demonstrated to my mind rather 
clearly a serious dereliction in the administration of personnel 
of the New York Office. It has demonstrated the need for e ffecting 
changes in some of the supervisory personnel of the office. It 
has pointed out definite weaknesses, which were obviously in need 
of immediate correction. It has pointed out a need for a strengthen- 
ing of the forcefulness of the administration of the office. It 
has reflected the possible need for a modification of the present 
administrative organization of the office, and quite fortunately 
the inspection was in progress at a time when the Lindbergh kidnaping 
case broke, which was fortunate in that the mere fact that the 
inspection ms going on was the probable cause for the discovery 
of certain serious situations prevailing in New York as far as 
the Division employees were concerned, and it further gave an 
opportunity to observe the functioning of the office at a time of 
both complacent normalcy as well as of unusual stress and activity* 
The observations, I consider, will lead to profitable readjustments 
which might not have been discovered otherwise. In brief, I con- 
sider that the making of the inspection at the time it was made 
was both well chosen and fortunate. There may be those who consider 



// 
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that any inspection at any time is not a fair time for an 
inspection, and there may be those who hold advance notice should 
be given when inspections are to be conducted. I am not one, 
however, that holds to such views. 

Concerning the indication that the Special Agents 
were notified one day in advance of the time that they were to 
be examined on the Manuals, you are advised that the procedure 
followed in this instance was identical with the procedure that 
has been followed in all previous inspections of the New York 
Office in which I have participated; namely: One of the adminis- 
trative officials of the office was assigned the task of preparing 
appointments throughout the day for those who were to be interviewed 
by the two officials engaged on the inspection. This I consider 
necessary, in order that it would not be compulsory that agents 
remain in the office throughout the day awaiting for the chance 
call of them by the inspector for the interview and examination. 
The program followed was to have Mr. Fierstone» upon instructions 
of Special Agent in Charge Fay, in the early morning prepare a 
list of those who were to be interviewed during the day up until 
a late hour in the evening. To my knowledge, due to previous 
commitments, appointments and testimony, urgent investigations 
and other causes, it became necessary for Mr. Fier stone to revise 
the program about once each six hours, so on an average the agent 
was not positive as to when he would be interviewed more than six 
hours in advance, although in some instances it was possible for 
him to be scheduled for an interview at 11:30 at night and to be 
notified in the early morning of such appointment. In most instances, 
however, the schedules were revised at noon, and at 5:00 p. m. , after 
having been originally prepared shortly before 9:00 a. m. 

Prior to beginning the inspection, due to appointments 
already made by Mr. Harvey for applicants to be examined and inter- 
viewed, I assisted him in this work for two days, and there was no 
intimation given that there was to be an inspection. In fact, the 
morning the inspection began everyone seemed very much surprised, 
and this is further reflected by the fact that more than 50$ of the 
Special Agents who were afforded examinations on the Manuals failed 
to sake a satisfactory grade on fcuch tests. Of course, I recognize 
that when once the inspection began, and the first agent was inter- 
viewed and given an examination, immediately all the agents were, by 
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that fact, put on notice that an inspection was beginning, and 
it was clearly observed that practically all of the agents who 
had not already been interviewed, although they had no definite 
time of appointment with the inspectors, were taking their 
Manuals home at night. This, of course, is unavoidable, as the 
only place of interview available for the examination given 
the agents was the conference room to the rear of the large room 
used by the agents. There was no advance notice given to the 
office that an inspection was to-be made, only Mr. Harvey and 
myself knowing that the inspection was to be made, and the 
general opinion prevailed, and I have heard that it did prevail, 
that my purpose in being here was solely to aid Mr. Harvey 
in interviewing the ©any applicants whose names appeared on 
the interview list, and it was well known to the agents in the 
office that Mr. Harvey had been here for several days giving such 
examinations. 

I therefore disagree tith the general opinion that 
it was not a fair time to inspect the New York Office, and the 
indication that the agents were notified in advance that they 
were to be examined is absolutely untrue, except for the con- 
ditions above described which, I believe, are not avoidable in 
the Hew York or any other office. 

However, each agent, as stated, ms notified as to 
the specific time when he was to appear for examination, such 
appointment almost invariably being on the date when the agent 
was notified as to the time of this appointment, and I believe 
that this is the proper way to schedule the rest of the examina- 
tions, in order to prevent the necessity of all agents remaining 
in the office until the Inspectors can find time to interview them. 
By doing this it interfered in the least possible way with the 
continued operations of the office, and the investigative activi- 
ties of the Special Agents.

In detail, the matters are briefly thus:

The clipping was mounted and marked, "Edi- 
torial Baltimore Sun". It -was received in 
this office and answered by Mr. Scheidt dur- 
ing my absence from the city, the letter being 
addressed to the Managing Editor of the Balti- 
more Sun. The only information available indi- 
cated that this was the paper in which the 
editorial appeared, which is the reason the 
letter was directed to this paper. Mr. Scheidt 
erroneously assumed that a symbol, "m", after 
Mr. Owens 1 name indicated Managing Editor 
instead of Editor. 

The memorandum from Mr. Holtzoff, the editorial 
itself, with indication as to the paper from 
which it was clipped, are attached hereto with 
a memorandum from Mr. Scheidt explaining this 
matter and it appears further that the incoming 
letter and the editorial containing the 
erroneous information were attached to the 
outgoing letter. 

2. Due to a misinterpretation by Mr. Scheidt, as 

previously explained by memorandum, of Special 
Agent in Charge Spears' letter with reference to 
visits to law schools, several letters were for- 
warded to the deans of schools which Mr. Spears 
in fact had not visited. The replies disclosed 
the error, much to the embarrassment of myself 
and Mr. Scheidt. I personally read the outgoing 
letters, but did not read the incoming letter 
since it had passed over my desk a day or so 
previously and was routed by me to Mr. Scheidt. 

We shall endeavor to be more careful in the hand- 
ling of such correspondence in the future. 
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3. A letter dated May 30, 1935 * addressed to 
Congressman Boland was forwarded to the 
Directors Office and the envelope contained 
a carbon copy of a communication which should 
not have been enclosed. 

In this connection, sometime shortly before 
or after seven P.M. on the evening of the 
29th of May, I received a telephone call from 
the Directors Office asking that a letter be 
forwarded to the Congressman advising that Mr # 
Egan could not appear in Pennsylvania as he 
had a previous appointment. I inquired as to 
the details, in view of instructions that the 
nature of such previous appointment should be 
explained. I learned that a letter had been 
prepared a day or so previously advising that 
Mr. Egan was to be present at a police con- 
vention, and that this perhaps related to the 
previous engagement. 

The file room was enlisted to aid in the loca- 
tion of such a letter, and after a couple of 
hours f search by the employee on duty it was 
not found. The files likewise, I was informed, 
and observed, failed to reflect such engagement. 

The records in Mr. Scheidt's office were searched 
and failed to record any such engagement for Mr. 
Egan, except that on the 28th a letter had been 
sent to the Superintendent of Police at Scranton 
accepting a speaking engagement for Mr. Egan. A 
tickler copy of this letter was found, so that at 
about nine o t clock on the evening of the 29th it 
appeared that this tickler copy was the only in- 
* formation as to other engagements of Mr. Egan 
available. 
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Miss Gandy advised she knew of no other 
engagement* Mr, Tracy advised that he 
knew of no other engagement, Mr* Scheidt 
advised similarly, so it was assumed that 
this was the letter which had occasioned some 
confusion in the appointment, and a letter 
was dictated to a stenographer who had been 
asked to return for this purpose, advising 
that Mr. Egan would be in Scranton* 

This Division had been instructed to have 
the letter available by nine A»M* the fol- 
lowing morning. It innas left in the office 
of your secretary at about ten-thirty PM 
the night before, and -about five minutes 
later I was handed a letter dated Ifey 28th 
accepting an engagement for Mr, Egan in 
Scranton, and there was endorsed thereon an 
indication that Mr* Egan was to be in Seattle* 
Together with Mr* Scheidt, I began exploring 
records to ascertain the occasion of Mr* Egan f s 
being at Seattle on the designated date, and 
again I inquired of Miss Gandy and Mr, Tracy 
to ascertain if this visit to Seattle was oc- 
casioned by the Northwestern Police Conference, 
and was unable to obtain confirmation* Mr. 
Tracy advised that he did not feel that he should 
inquire of the Director, so we felt safe in as- 
suming that this was the reason* 

At someltime after eleven o* clock, I was pre- 
pared to dictate on the basis of this assumption, 
and Mr* Scheidt, who is a typist, agreed to take 
rough drafts of the letters and subsequently 
type them, rather than call a stenographer back 
to the office at that time of night. I dictated 
the drafts of the two outgoing letters, and having 
made plans to work on the following day on train- 
ing school programs and schedules, I authorized 





# 
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Mr. Scheidt to type up the letters, which 
I had approved after reading the rough drafts 
and it appears that he, through inadvertence, 
did not withdraw from the envelope a copy of 
the letter which had been previously addressed 
to the Congressman by the stenographer who had 
been at the office earlier in the evening. 

The error, consequently, is directly chargeable 
to this Division for leaving the enclosure in 
the envelope, although I believe that this would 
likely not have happened had the information 
upon which the letter was drafted been available 
while the stenographer was here earlier in the 
evening. We shall endeavor to avoid a repetition 
of such errors. 

There is attached hereto a memorandum of Mr. 
Scheidt relative to this matter. 



With reference to my personally reviewing the mail in 



this Division, you are advised that, without exception, while in 
the city and available for work in my office, I personally read 
all of the correspondence passing over the desk, and because of 
the reports forwarded to you reflecting a gradual decline in the 
number of errors appearing in the mail emanating from this Division, 
had gained an opinion contrary to that expressed in your memorandum 
to the effect that mail in this office was not receiving proper 
attention, until the most recent report which I have seen reflected 
a total of one error (incorrectly added up to a total of two). 
Perhaps that made us somewhat too confident as I understand there 
have been a few more errors, as indicated by returned letters dur- 
ing the past ten days. 



I had previously talked with Mr. Tracy about the condition 
of the mail in this office, and it seemed that the major complaint 
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was in connection with the assembling of mail and learning this 
was true, I inquired as to any recent changes in instructions as 
to the assembling of mail, and sent Mrs* Dent to the office of 
Miss Tfifhite yesterday for the purpose of acquiring new informa- 
tion, if available, with reference to the assembling of mail, 
and found that in only one small particular relative to the lo- 
cation of the flap on large envelopes had there been any misunder- 
standing on the part of Mrs. Dent, who handles all outgoing mail, 
aaai as far as its assembling is concerned. She states that she, 
with that one exception, has been doing exactly as Miss White 
and she is now informed on this point and Saturday afternoon 
will give detailed instructions to all other stenographers and 
typists in this Division. 

Upon further inquiry, I have ascertained that there has 
been but one letter returned in some time because of improper 
assembling, and in that instance it appeared that the letter had 
been dropped between this office and the Directors Office and 
had been put together in such a crude way that it obviously had 
not left this office in the condition in which it was returned. 

In addition, I have been personally reviewing all of the 
letters returned from the Director f s Office for correction or 
modification and using this information as a basis for instruction 
in order to avoid repetition. These as well as all outgoing letters 
during my presence here have received ray personal attention, the 
one exception being the letter prepared by Mr. Scheidt last night 
which I dictated, and I also approved the rough draft prior to my 
departure. I shall continue to give these matters my personal at- 
tention and we shall cooperate with the view to limiting these 
situations to the lowest minimum possible. 

In this connection, you are advised that I have been giving 
some study recently to the reorganization of the work assigned to my 
supervision and am submitting a separate memorandum with reference 
to this matter.

As a result of visits made fcjy Special Agents in Charge to 
various institutions of learning, a large n&mber of letters^ijjere' 
prepared to the Deans of these institutions thanking them-iter courtesies 
extended and sending them copies of Bureau^p^blications, In frequent 
instances the Special Agent in Charge called at' given institutions and 
addressed the students, but the Deans were absent. In these instances 
the practice was followed of writing the Deans notwithstanding their 
absence* 

One paragraph of Mr., Spears 1 letter listed the Deans whom he 
had personally contacted* A%ubsequent paragraph listed Deans at in- 
stitutions which he had been unable to contact but whom he neverthe- 
less suggested be sent publications* This was erroneously construed 
to mean that Mr* Spears hscLocisited the institutions referred to and 
failed to see the Deans

handling of the detailed \70rk incidental to his particular office. The

Re: Delay in Answering Correspondence

Reference is made to the attached letter dated July 25, 1935, 
addressed to Major Othel Baxter of Arlington, New Jersey, in reply to his 
letters dated July 6, 16, and 17, inquiring about the Police Training School. 

In this connection you are advised that the letter dated July 6, 
1935, was not routed to this office, but was routed to the office of the 
Chief Clerk of the Bureau and was received there on July 11, 1935- 
It was forwarded by routing slip to this office for reply and undoubtedly 
arrived here within a brief period of time, although the routing slip 
itself has been detached in the interim. 

This letter came to my attention on the date it was received 
in this division. I felt that I recognized the natoe as an individual 
with whom the Bureau had had previous correspondence; therefore, requested 
that the file be obtained. The file was ordered and due to some 
unexplained delay, the file was not received in this office until the 
late afternoon of July 19, 1935, and by this time the letter dated July 16 
had arrived at this, office and had been sent to the file room with a second 
request that the file previously requested, snd the previous correspondence, 
be sent to this office. The letter of July 6 and the letter of July 16 
were returned with the file as stated on the late afternoon of July 19. 

On the following morning I had to be out of the office and left 
word for Mr. Lester to give this matter preferred attention due to the 
delay that had been encountered before the file reached this office. 
It so happened that Mr. Lester was tied up with the training class all day 
and the first opportunity I had to dictate the letter was on Saturday. 
The letter was typed and dated Monday July 22. 

The letter went through to the Directors office and was returned 
because the enclosures had not been returned to Major Baxter. The letter 
was rewritten for the purpose of submitting the enclosures and when the 
letter came in for initialing, it was observed that the third letter 
dated July 17 had been received from Major Baxter in the meantime and the

reply to this letter was consolidated with the reply to the two 
previous letters which resulted in a delay causing the letter to be 
dated Wednesday, July 24.. It was then observed that the enclosures 
were not properly recorded which were being returned to Major Baxter 
and the final draft of the approved letter left this office on July 25. 



Observing the delay, I requested both Mr?. Griggs and Mrs. 
Dent to prepare a memorandum as to the failure to list the enclosures 
and the memoranda were prepared on the same date and are attached hereto. 



It appears that these letters were in this office for the 
period from July 19 until the reply was sent out on July 25. Previous 
to that time, the delay was occasioned first by improper routing y 
of the letter and secondly by inability to obtain the file. I 
regret that these circumstances contributed to the delay; in fact 
I realize that this delay occasioned additional correspondence with 
Major Baxter and every effort will be made to avoid a recurrence.

The Director of the Bureau will appoint a committee, which shall 
consider all matters pertaining to the acquisition, safe keeping, and ex- 
pending of said fund, which committee will recommend appropriate action to 
the Director of the Bureau in pertinent matters. The Chief Clerk of said 
Bureau shall receive all contributions and account for same to the Director.

Upon the death of any Special Agent, the appointed committee will 
consider the case and submit a recommendation to the Director as to its 
conclusions. In the event of a finding that the death was by violence in 
line of official duty, appropriate instructions will be issued to the Chief 
Clerk, directing him to pay to the designated beneficiary the full amount 
of said fund as of the date of death.

There have boon many lnsteneeo 
which bars eons to my attention within tholast fas Moths whore an, Assistant 
Director has not known exactly what ia going on in his division, and has 
generally exaussd the sane with the rather nonchalant gesture that aueh 
natters are being handled by no* one sins under his supervision. X do 
mot intend to accept this kind of an exauae in thd future. Any mlstekee 
or say errors that are male will be charged directly to the Aeelstant 
Director in charge. I recognise that the Bureau has snpanded greatly in 
Its work end that cash of the diTiaione has also expanded greatly in it* 
respeetiTS functions, but the Assistant Director in eharge of each divi- 
alon whonld assume the reeponaibllity and net follow the all-too-frequent 
practice indulged In in the Bureau of "passing ths buck* to some subordinate. 

To take up the matter, specifically, I believe the* the Assistant 
Director in eharge of Investigations, which is Mr. Bat hen. and in his ab- 
sence, nr. TWaa, should know exactly what ia transpiring in ths major eaass 

considering that then the function of the Assistant Director, Is performed. 

the Assistant Director in charge of administrative natters and Per- 
sonnel, Mr. Tolson, should be thoroughly familiar with exactly what la 
taking place In the division under hie direction. Be should know what the 
Chief Clerk* a Office is doing} what the personnel file seem is doing t and 
other natters that come under his superrislon. The frequency with which

tions of tha Identification Division, X rocogalno the nagaitude of that 
division, but there are a number of supervisors aasigaad, and it ia the 
duty of the Assistant Director in eherge of that dlviaien to bo thoroughly 
familiar with what is going on through the supervisors and take steps for 
corrective aeaeuroa. 

I m getting somewhat weary and annoyed at the sowevh&t indifferent 
and nonchalant attitude taken by the Assistant Directors in handling thorlr 
respective responsibilities.

I have read the attached memorandum of November 6, 193 5 ^ from tlr, Baughm&n, 
relative to the loss of the .351 rifle at Quantico. It is noted that Fir* Baughmeji 
has expressed a willingness to procure a nen -351 rifle to replace the one stolen, 
and of course this rrf.ll have to be done. 

I am, however, particularly concerned over Y?hat obviously has been a most 
careless handling of this equipment. Certainly, of representatives of this Bureau, 
cannot protect their osm firearms from theft ve might as uell give up trying to 
combat criminal elements in this country. It is obvious that there hus been 
little or no care taken in the handling of this equipment at Quantico* The fact 
that marines and other persons stand around Hatching the firing of our Agents is 
an inexcusable explanation of ho*7 the gun disappeared. IThat gives me greater 
concern is the fact that this is one of the most dangerous and most powerful 
r/eapons in existence, and it ma v have been taken by so^e individual having criminal 
affiliations, and it is entirely within the realm of possibility that it ^iay be 
used against some of our oxm Agents in some future fight nith criminals. I am 
not content to let the matter drop at the pr^ent ti;:ie<> I uant to knov/ exactly 
uho is responsible for this absolutely inefficient and outr^eous handling of 
Government property. 

I am by no means certain that the handling of our agents at Qu&ntico is 
carried out in an ffective and satisfactory manner, ??e are too prone to leave

had reports of past incidents at Quantico, indicating that there has been drunk- 
enness on soue occasions and iriflifcating thet ther hut; been a kind of "rah r^j* 
atmosphere in the training of Agents and Police Offic rs. Ffhile sone of the^e 
stories may have '^een exaggerated, it is a fact that some of the things com- 
plained of have been found to h true, and obviously, the proper discipline 
and supervision h ve not been exefSised ilr. Baughman at Qu antico in handling 
the Agents and Police offic ials*

Mr* Joseph also stated that the photograph of the retraining 
school was forwarded to the Director's Off ice about oid-af terhoon on 
Saturday, and that the reason why it was delayed was in view of the fact 
that the nastes had to be typewritten and placed on the hack of the photo-* 
graph* V 

If you approve of the instructions issued to &r* Joseph concerning 
the handling of photographs in the future, I believe that aisllar situations 
such as this will be entirely eliminated*

MEMORANDUM FOR MR. TOLSON 

Mr. Quinn called the writer this, morning and requested that 
a memorandum be submitted as to when, the .practice, of giving copies of 
photographs, taken of the Training and Retraining Classes of the FBI, 
originated. 



The writer advised Mr.. Quinn, at the time, that this practice 
had been in effect ever since he had. been. .in. charge,, of. the Publicati ons 
Section, which has been for the. past several months . The writer Also 
advised Mr. Quinn that he would get in . touch with Mr ./fcugh Cleg g \o 
ascertain. if he could determine the date. ' "~ 



Mr. Hugh Clegg. advised that he knew. these pictures had been 
given to each member of the Training. Classes, for . some time, but he 
did not know exactly how the practice originated. 

The writer discussed .the .matter, with the various Supervisors 

assigned to this Section, and ascertained, from. Mr . McArdle. that he 

received a picture .of. .his class ^ . which. began.. on.. November 19, 1934> and 

that he saw similar pictures in. the possession. of various agents of 
the class which preceded, his. Mr. J.. E.. Clegg, . another Supervisor 
assigned, to this Section, advised .that he. came, into service with the 
class of March 25, 1935 $ and that pictures ... were, given to. each member 
of his class. 

However,, in connection with .the foregoing, all of these 
pictures were, taken, at. Quantico with .the .exception of „ the recent 
photographs ..of ...the two ..classes of . Chief Clerks and the. last Retraining 
Class of Agents, which completed .the. retraining course on. Saturday, 
November 30, 1935. 

Mr . Quinn also reque s.ted the., writer, to .ascertain how Special 
Agent R. T. Mann, of the last Retraining Class.,, secured a photograph of 
the Director, sitting at his desk. 

The writer. was advised by Mr. Pieper„ that, in his endeavors 
to interest various members, of the Retraining. ..Classes, in the Bureau's 
Library and activities of . the Publications Section, he had brought 
Special. AGenta in. the. Re training. ..Classes down, „to the Library from time 
to time, showing ..them what was available and .what type of work was 
geing done .in .this Unit. Special. Agent R. . T. Mann was taken through 
the Library and shown the photographs, at. which . time he made inquiry

as to whether or not it would be possible to obtain an autographed 
photograph of the Director. Mr. Pieper advised him at that time, he 
thought it would be possible but that the photograph would necessarily 
be taken to Mr. Clegg for approval.
